Bikini Lagoon Tagged 
As Target Point For 
Shot Of Nuclear Fury 


EMWETOK MB—Men in charge 
of the first drop of a hydrogen de­ 
vice from an American plane say 
they are confident the huge B52 
will have “ more than adequate 
clearance” to 
escape 
unscathed 
from the nuclear fury it looses. 
Officials of Joint Task Force 
VII, who 
yesterday 
fired 
the 
fitst “small” bomb of the 1956 
Pacific test series, outlined plans 
for the scheduled trial of an air­ 
dropped H-bomb described offi­ 
cially as “one of the largest in 
the series.” 
Its powder is described as “sev­ 
eral megatons” or equal to sev­ 
eral million tons of TNT. 
It thus may be around a thou­ 
sand times as powerful 
as 
the 
bomb which initiated the “Opera­ 
tion Redwing” series. 
Seen by newsmen from 15 miles 
uway, this shot appeared 
as 
a 
brilliant, white dot that blossomed 
almost instantly into a cream, yel­ 
low, orange and dull red flash. 
Although, test officials declined 
to specify its nature, there was 
speculation it represented a mis­ 
sile warhead with force equal to 
15,000' tons of 'TNT.

TEST DIRECTOR Dr. William 
E. Ogle said the thermonuclear 
bomb, scheduled to go off about 
noon Monday EST, will burst sev­ 
eral thousand feet above sea level 
over Bikini atoll. 
For this shot, 
called 
“ Chero­ 
kee.” the observer ship Mt. Mc­ 
Kinley will he stationed 32 miles 
away. A chart showed the aiming 
point for the bomb will be almost 
the precise center of Bikini La­ 
goon, slightly east of the area, 
where target ships were sunk in 
two previous atomic tests. 
Ogle did not disclose the intend­ 
ed height, of the B52, America’s 
mightiest bomber, at the time it 
releases its package. 
However, the eight-jet strateg­ 
ic bomber can 
operate 
easily 
well above 40,090 feet .The huge 
Stratofortress is even faster than 
its smaller brother, the B47 med­ 
ium bomber, which is acknowl­ 
edged officially to have a speed 
of more than 600 na ph. 
If the H-bomb is detonated at 
8,000 to 10,000 feet the bomber’s 
height and high speed will take it 
miles away by the time the 'bomb 
goes off. 
Hours before 
shot 
time, 
the 
bomb will be lifted into the belly of 
the B52. High secrecy will screen 
it from the eyes of all but the 
handful of men who 
“ have 
the 
need to know.” 
Other planes, carrying cameras 
and instruments, will get into the 
air at the same time. 
Because this is a precise test 
of explosion as well as the mere 
ordnance behavior of the bomb, 
detailed arrangements are made 
for “ instrumenting” 
the 
detona­ 
tion. The bomb, falling clear of 
the bay, will set off a sequence 
timer on an island of the Bikini 
atoll group. 
That, in turn, will put into oper­ 
ation. an array of cameras, pres­ 
sure 
measurement 
instruments 
and other 
technical 
information 
gadgets to record the split-second 
history of the explosion. 
In addition to the purely instru­ 
mental recording of the air-drop­ 
ped H-bomb, the weapons testers 
are preparing together some in­ 
formation on what would happen 
to cities in a thermonuclear at­ 
tack. Ogle says that “ effects of 
the blast on building structures 
will be studied.”

Forever, Eye Experts Say

Economics Professor 
Gives Price Views 


Ohio hog producers face some 
tvhat better price prospects 
for 
next fall than they experienced in 
the fall of 1955. And if they carry 
nut spring farrowing intent io n s , 
♦hey’ll have more hogs to sell. 
George F. Henning, Ohio State, 
I niversity professor of agricultural! 
economics, makes these observe ■ 
lions after studying Decent b e r 
May farrowing intentions of farm 
ers in 9 combed states, including 
Ohio 
If cornbell farmers carry o u t : 
their intentions to cut hog prod ne I 
lion, and if the general business i 
outlook continues favorable, ll e n 
rung experts hog prices next fall I 
to be somewhat above their lows j 
of last November and early Decern ! 
ber. 
Swine producers in the corn belt 
have indicated they plan to farrow, 
9 percent fewer sows during the j 
spring months this year than a year i 
ago. This should mean fewer hogs j 
moving to market next October and 
November, Henning notes. 
Ohio producers, however, have in j 
dicated they plan to farrow 4 per j 
rent more sows during this period j 
than they did in the same months 
last year. Thus, Ohm farmers may I 
have more hogs going to market ; 
at relatively better prices. 
Another (actor which should help i 
strengthen hog prices, Henning tie I 
lie vex, is the fact that the extra j 
heavy pork supplies which hit the j 
market last fall and early t h i s !

How To Get Most 


Meat For Money 


Most homemakers would probab­ 
ly vote in favor of any plan that 
would assure them of getting the 
rn >st for their money in buying 
meat The logic of this idea is the 
basis for this week’* shopping hint 
from the consumer food marketing 
specialists at Ohio State Universi­ 
ty. 
They suggest that Mrs. 
Kood- 
shopper buy less tender cuts of 
b< cf more often 
These cuts of 
meat are usually less costly, yet 
by cooking in moist heat may be 
made deliciously tender in a wide 
variety of ways. Braising is the 
cooking 
method 
most copt mon I y 
recommended for the less tender 
cuts of beef 
It is especially good for chuck 
arm roasts, blade roasts, or steaks. 
Bottom rounds, or f u l l cuts of 
round steak short ribs, and flank 
steak also may all be prepared 
by braising. Short ribs, brisket, and 
shank cuts may ail be either brais­ 
ed or cooked in liquids, such as in 
soups 
However the meet is cooked, the 
wise homemaker tmds it desirable 
to use the drippings or stock in 
which the meat cooks Some of the 
minerals, B vitamins, and protein 
factors which cook out of the meat 
are thur recovered and more of the 
nutritive value of the meat will be 
nerved lo the family.

Liquid Fertilizer 


And How to Use ll 


C o m p l e t e liquid fertilizers, if 
properly applied, are as good as 
dry fertilizers, but no better, says 
Earl Jones, ohio State University 
extension agronomist 
Jones bases this statement on 
liquid fertilizer test results in Ohio 
and Indiana. To be as effective as 
dry fertilizers, Jones says, liquid 
fertilizers must be applied at a 
rate that will supply the s a m e 
amount of 
plant 
nutrient!, 
and 
they should be applied to the soil 
rather than the foliage of the crop. 
Liquid nitrogen fertilizers which 
carry some volatile ammonia must 
be placed 4 to 6 inches deep, Jones 
e x p l a i n s , to prevent loss of ni 
trogen Other liquid fertilizers may 
be put either in the soil or on the 
soil surface. 
Several companies in Ohio now 
are manufacturing liquid fertiliz 
ers, according to Jones One ad­ 
vantage* to their use, the agrono 
mist says, is that they eliminate 
handling of fertilizer bags. How­ 
ever, they require special applies 
non equipment

Much more attention is being paid to 
mental health conditions over the nation 
than formerly was the case.

Along with 
pressure from medical and other sources 
people are beginning to wake up to the 
fact that most cases of mental illness are 
not something people should be asham ed 
of. 
It is being pointed out and constantly 
stressed that, in effect, people might as 
well be critical of persons who have a 
stomach ailment or some other disorder, 
as of most cases of m ental illness. 
One authority has explained that ignor­ 
ance makes som e people feel humili 
if they or close relatives develop sei 
mental abnormalities. “ A m ental illn< 
he says, “ is like any physical illne; 
that it requires professional diagnosis

treatment.” Of equal importance, rn this 


regard, is the fact that often such illness 


can be cured, especially if the causes are 


diagnosed early enough.
